5 killed, 65 injured in protest against U.S. 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — Police fired on hundreds of protesters Sunday 
who stormed a U.S. government office to demand the United States ban a 
novel they consider offensive to Moslems. At least five people died and 65 were 
injured, doctors said. 

Police repeatedly fired semi-automatic weapons, rifles and shotguns at 
charging protesters who yelled “American dogs!” and hurled rocks and bricks 
during three hours of fierce clashes. 

The rioting erupted when more than 2,000 fundamentalists tried to march to 
the U.S. Information Center to demand the United States ban “Satanic 
Verses,” a novel by Salman Rushdie. 

Pakistan banned the novel on grounds it offends Moslems by suggesting the 
prophet Mohammed was fallible. India also banned the novel. 

In Kennebunkport, Maine, where President Bush was spending the week- 
end, White House spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said U.S. officials were moni- 
toring the Islamabad situation closely. 

Fitzwater said the national security adviser, Brent Scowcroft, telephoned 
Bush early Sunday to tell him of the riot. 

“God is great!” protesters screamed as they smashed windows and started 
fires after driving off scores of police. 

Protesters tore down the American flag at the center and danced in delight 
as it was burned. 


Chief justice delays Iran-Contra trial 


WASHINGTON — The chief justice on Sunday ordered a delay in the start 
of Oliver North’s Iran-Contra trial, but the independent prosecutor and Jus- 
tice Department later agreed on a plan aimed at letting the trial go ahead. 

Chief Justice William H. Rehnquist granted a Justice Department request 
to delay North’s trial from Monday’s scheduled start until Friday, when the 
full Supreme Court is scheduled to consider the department’s objections to the 
planned release of classified material by North’s defense. 

Hours later, Attorney General Dick Thornburgh and independent counsel 
Lawrence Walsh agreed to a proposal that would impose more stringent 
safeguards on North’s use of classified material. 

If the proposal is approved by the judge handling the case, U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell, the Justice Department will ask the Supreme Court 
to lift the stay so the North trial may proceed, according to statements issued 
by the department and Walsh. 


Female clears way for clergywoman 


BOSTON — The barriers of two millenniums of an all-male hierarchy have 
been broken, and to the women who paved the way for Barbara Harris to 
become an Episcopal bishop, her elevation seems like a miracle. 

“I feel very, very happy. In my life, I can see the first woman bishop,” said 
the Rev. Florence Tim-Oi Li, 81, the first clergywoman in the worldwide 
Anglican communion. “It made me hopeful. Things are realized now.” 

Ms. Li stopped functioning as a priest in 1946 in response to pressure from 
Anglican bishops outside of China, where she was ordained in 1944, but on 
Saturday she and other pioneer clergywomen helped consecrate Harris. 

The ceremony made Harris the first woman bishop in a church that believes 
in apostolic succession — that the church leadership can be traced to the 
apostles. 

“T think it’s really helped a lot of us see how history is made,” said the Rev. I. 
Carter Heyward. 

Heyward is one of 11 women “illegally” ordained in a service in Philadelphia 
in 1974 that paved the way for the Episcopal Church’s approval of women 
clergy two years later. “My experience in the Episcopal Church is that it really 
does take some pushing, and I doubt that that’s over.” 

While nearly all of the more than 8,000 people who packed the convention 
center shouted their approval, others fought right up to the end to preserve 
the tradition, dating back to Jesus Christ, of all-male bishops.

“The major purpose of the event was to start developing funds now for the 
next elections, and for support of republican issues that come up throughout 
the next two years,” said Utah County Republican Party Chairman Steve 
Shallenberger. 

A check for $10,000 from the National Republican Party was also recognized 
at the dinner. The check was given to the Utah County Republican Party last 
week for its efforts in the 1988 elections.

Soviet soldiers turn over last outpost

KABUL, Afghanistan — Soviet 
soldiers Sunday handed over their 
last and most dangerous outpost as 
they prepared to return home and 
leave the Afghan army to defend the 
capital against Moslem guerrillas. 

The Soviet-backed Afghan govern- 
ment renewed its offer to negotiate 
with the guerrillas. 

A Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said the remaining 300 So- 
viet soldiers in Kabul would leave 
Tuesday, weather permitting. 

The departure would be a day 
ahead of the deadline set by a U.N.- 
sponsored accord to end nine years of 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

The last soldiers were guarding the 
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Kabul airport while the Soviets com- 
pleted a food airlift to the capital, : 
which the guerrillas are expected to 
besiege when the Red Army is gone. 
An Ethiopian airliner made one 
flight to Kabul, unloaded 32 tons of 
wheat and then refused to return to 
the city, said Sadruddin Aga Khan, 
coordinator of the U.N. Office of Eco- 
nomic and Humanitarian Assistance 
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Another legend involves the Ro- 
man goddess Juno.

During the third century A.D., the 
Roman Emperor Claudius II abol- 
ished the institution of marriage. St. 
Valentine believed this policy was 
against human nature and God.

Heslop, 29, received the man’s 
heart in a Thursday transplant opera- 
tion at the University of Utah Health 
Sciences Center. Her operation was 
the 210th heart transplant performed 
by UTAH Cardiac team since it was 
formed in March 1985. 

Heslop, of Kaysville, whose two 
heart attacks were a complication of 
pregnancy, was in critical but stable 
condition Saturday, authorities said. 

The Nevada man’s liver went to 
Anderson, a 48-year-old Salt Lake 
business consultant, who was given 
24 hours to live when the life-saving 
organ became available. The surgery 
at LDS Hospital was his second liver 
transplant in two weeks. He was in 
critical condition Saturday, the hospi- 
tal said. 

The third recipient. of the 
Nevadan’s generosity was Jessop, a 
29-year-old diabetic, who received his 
kidney and pancreas in surgery at 
LDS Hospital. Family members said 
the Burley, Idaho, dental assistant 
would have died without the kidney.

There is no end to all 
the things that have to be told: the 
latest stories in the news, solutions to 
world problems, plans for your pro- 
fessional future, current for that 
week, and so on. 

Not only the content of the letters, 
but their date of arrival is subject to 
intense scrutiny. When there is no 
news from Nepal for some time, you 
begin to wonder if all Peace Corps 
women really do have bulky hips and 
coarse, black hairs on their faces.

The letters create a picture of the 
other person’s life as vacillating dra- 
matically between extremes of emo- 
tion.

A 
worrisome “depression” in one letter 
may be recognized in the next install- 
ment as merely having been caused 
by a brief moment of frustration with 
the Royal Nepali Ministry of Interior 
and a bout of dysentery.

Two star-crossed lovers walk into a dress store 
to shop for his suit for their wed- 
ding. 

The groom-to-be walks to 
the back of the shop and 
talks with the salesman. 
The salesman is standing 
next to a bunch of gaudy 
suits. The groom starts to 
ask questions about the 
suits, but only to get a gen- 
eral knowledge of suits. 

His fiance, concerned 
that he may look like a 
vaudeville performer, 
immediately says he 
should look at something 
else. 

He ignores her and 
temperatures begin to 
rise. Eventually, he angers 
to the point where he storms 
out, leaving her stranded. The 
wedding is off. 

Carlfred Broderick examines this 
story as part of his book, “Couples.” 
* Inthe book, Broderick says, “It is 

clear that this scene could have been 
handled differently if one of two things had hap- 
pened. First, if either of them had attempted to get 
, at the partner’s underlying feelings ... But second, 
’ one or the other could have identified and labeled 
* the apparent put-down so that it could have been 
« dealt with.” 

Communication in marriage and in dating rela- 
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les need to communicate 


Practicing effective listening enhances relationships 


tionships can be the most difficult, yet the most 
important, part of a loving relationship. 


“The most popular contact sport in America is 


not professional football, it is marriage. Consider 


the statistics; over 90 percent of us 
try our hand at it and a third of us 
sustain so many injuries we 
are willing to suffer the hu- 
miliation of divorce to get 
off the field. Yet the 
promise, the attractive- 
ness, is so great that 80 
percent of those divorced 
put themselves back into 
marriage. “Clearly, the 
problem is not how to make 
matrimony more popular; it’s 
how to make it less haz- 
ardous,” writes Broderick 
How can we become bet- 

ter communicators? 

Broderick says effective 

communication requires effec- 

tive listening and_ effective 
sending of messages. 
There are two parts to ef- 
fective listening, writes Brod- 
erick. The first is simply holding 
one’s tongue. This may be the 
most difficult thing to do in mar- 
ried relationships. 

“It’s one thing to keep your peace while listening 
to a stranger on a topic of no personal relevance. 
It’s quite another to hear out your spouse on the 
subject of your own flawed character.” 

The second part of listening is to ensure under- 
standing of what a partner is saying, that is, to 
check with him. It is important that the inferences 


are correctly understood. When good listéning oc- 
curs there are many important results. The first is 
that the act of listening in itself shows concern and 
love. Second, when a listener avoids interrupting 
and criticizing, it prevents the sending of negative 
messages. This allows the partner the opportunity 
to have emotional space. 

Third, the listener learns how things really look 
to their partner. Fourth, the listener begins to 
return to their partner the right to be the chief 
expert over their own feelings. 

The second part of effective communication is 
good message sending. 

Broderick says a key to appropriate messages is 
sending them in a supportive mode. 

“No one would try to make a tulip grow by pulling 
on it, yet nothing is more common than to try to 
change people by yanking on them. Both plants and 
people respond better to a little nourishment,” he 
writes. 

Broderick, as a counselor, will tell clients who 
have a problem communicating to spend time 
telling people they love, why they love them. 

He suggests they write a list. Such lists must not 
be trivial like, “I like your handwriting,” nor about 
a person’s attributes such as, “I like your eyes.” 
Instead, it should include a specific, unqualified list 
of things that they’ve done for you. “I liked it when 
you shared your feelings about the date we had last 
week — that was sharing.” 

Then, Broderick suggests his patrons work to- 
gether to achieve their goals of eliminating non- 
competitive messages by first giving complaints in 
an understanding way.. 

They should also listen to each other’s complaints 
without assuming an attack. And third, they should - 
gradually work to make all of their communication 
in the non-competitive mode.

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us,”he said. Thomas also suggests 
getting involved in some activity 
where the attention focuses on others 
rather than yourself. 

“Helping and serving others tends 
to make a person feel better about 
oneself.” said Thomas.

Actually 
I don’t become too attached to anyone 
in the first place.” 

“Sometimes breaking up with 
someone is just as hard as being left 
by someone,” said another student. 
She said even though you're not being 
rejected, the feelings of attachment 
are still there. It’s hard to stop seeing 
the person after being with him all the 
time. 

Howard M. Halpern in his book, 
“How To Break Your Addiction to a 
Person,” lists some ways a person can 
be at peace and learn something from 
a recent breakup. One suggestion is 
to write down feelings about the rela- 
tionship and about contacts you make 
with your partner. You can then look 
back and see the shape of the relation- 
ship and you can look for patterns in 
your dealings with the people you be- 
come attached to. This will also curb 
your tendency to distort the relation- 
ship, according to Halpern. 

A similar suggestion is to write a 
series of memos to yourself that give 
you wise and optimistic advice for 
getting on with your life. Halpern also 
suggests turning to your network of 
friends and trying to deepen friend- 
ships you already have. Many times 
friends can give you advice and point 
out things about the relationship that 
can help you be objective. Establish- 
ing new friendships also helps. 

Stephen Gullo and Connie Church 
in their book, “Love Shock,” point out 
some destructive behaviors people in- 
volved in breakups should try to 
avoid. The number one habit to avoid

A former hostage 


discusses terrorism

A former hostage detailed an in- 
sider’s experience of terrorism to stu- 
dents and faculty in the Varsity The- 
ater Friday. 

Diego C. Asencio, speaking as part 
of Friday’s symposium on “Current 
Issues of United States National Se- 
curity,” labeled terrorism “the origi- 
nal cheap shot” and expressed his be- - 
lief that the United States is on the 
verge of encountering a terrorist cy- 
cle. 

Asencio was serving as the ambas- 
sador to Colombia at the time of his 
kidnapping in 1980. He was attending 
a national day celebration at the Do- 
minican Republic Embassy when the 
M-19 terrorist group entered the em- 
bassy and took virtually everyone 
present hostage, including Asencio. 
“There is nothing like the presence of 
death to give one religion,” he said. 

“I wasn’t worried or scared at all,” 
he said, “because I thought for sure I 
was a dead man.” 

After being held by the terrorists 
for 60 days, Asencio and the other 60 
captives were released. 

Asencio believes people must be 
trained in developing cross-cultural 
attributes and the officials be made 
aware of underlying cultural differ- 
ences. “They (terrorists) do not think 
the way we do,” he said. He said be- 
cause terrorism is always aimed at 
weak points in security, “the only way 
to defend against terrorists is to know 
exactly what they are doing. There is 
no magic solution to solve this.”

More socially isolated or 
less socially integrated individuals 
are less healthy, psychologically and 
physically, and are more likely to die, 
according to a recent study done by 


the University of Michigan. 

“There is increased risk of death 
among persons with low quantity, 
and sometimes low quality, social re- 
lationships,” said James S. House, re- 
search scientist for the Institute of 
Social Research at the University of 
Michigan. 

When reasons for activity that are 
present in the everyday world no 

§ longer exist, individuals may simply 

stop participating in activities — so- 
§ cial, emotional, mental, spiritual and 

physical. When activities stop, the in- 

dividual simply loses the ability to do 
X things, said Howard Gray, chairman 
for the department of Recreation 
Management and Youth Leadership 
at BYU. 

Social isolation evolves from many 
different circumstances, it is evident 
biological and personality factors 
have an impact on a person’s ability to 
become socially integrated, said 
House.

People who feel lonely, as if they 
have nothing to live for, react to that 
feeling, causing physical problems 
that enhance the possibilty of death, 
according to Steve Heiner, professor 
of health sciences at BYU. 

“Reaction of the body to the lack of 
social contact affects the vital organs 
of the body — the heart and kidneys,” 
said Heiner. 

As individual self-esteem is threat- 
ened, many people feel they have 
nothing to live for, said Heiner. 

According to him, physical prob- 

7 lems will set in, causing internal dam- 

age, while raising the possibility of 

death. 

Though health problems relating to 
isolation are often equated to the el- 
derly of a society, the potential for 
such problems is apparent at any age, 
said Evan Peterson, professor of soci- 
ology at BYU.

Social relationships or the lack 
thereof, constitute a major risk factor 
on health. They provide a necessary 
buffer from the impact of stress on 
health, said House. 

Not only may social relationships 
affect health because they are or are 
not supportive, they can also regulate 
or control human thought, feelings 
and behavior in ways that promote 
health, said House. 

Current views based on this per- 
spective suggest that social relation- 
ships affect health either by fostering 
a sense of meaning or coherence that 
promotes health or by facilitating 
health-promoting behaviors. 

Signs that appear in a person that 
may indicate withdraw] include mini- 
mal verbalization, lack of initiative, 
no future orientation and lack of per- 
sonal development, according to 
Gray. 

“Life is full of unexpected events. 
We need to learn to deal with those 
events. Otherwise, the capacity to do 
so will diminish,” said Gray. 

The research House conducted

men than to women. Isolated men are 
two to three times more likely to die 
than men with close social ties. 

“It is important to have intimate 
friends. Make new friends and keep 
the old. Friends provide an outlet for 
ideas and feelings and strategies,” 
said Gray.

Cougars wrap up weary road trip 


Men’s basketball team can’t find gold at the end of the rainbow with loss to Hawaii

The BYU men’s basketball team 
completed its longest road trip of the 
season Saturday night in Hawaii by 
losing to the Rainbows in the final 
seconds 68-66. 

All four road games ended up in 
loses for the Cougars, with the most 
recent coming at the hands of Hawaii. 
This is the first time that BYU has 
ever lost to Hawaii twice in one sea- 
son. 

The loss. also marks the first time 
BYU Head Coach Ladell Andersen 
has lost in Hawaiiand thefirst time 
Andersen has lost four conference 
games in a row. 

“We had a great effort, after not 
playing well in San Diego, (Thurs- 
day.) We played one of the best games 
of the year,” said Andersen. 

BYU has an overall record of 9-12 
and a WAC record of 3-7, while 
Hawaii upped its record to 13-9 and 
7-5 in league play. 

The Cougars started out fast by 
taking an 8-4 lead and then increased 
it to 29-17 before the Rainbows went 
to a man-to-man defense and started 
chipping away at the lead. 

Hawaii went on a 9-4 run to wind up

With BYU leading 41-36 in the sec- 
ond half, the Bows went on a 12-1 run 
to take a 48-42 lead. The Cougars tied 
it at 57 and then again at 63, but 
Hawaii’s Terry Houston hit five of his 
last six freethrows to give his team 
the 68-66 margin of victory. 

BYU was plagued with 17 
turnovers, while Hawaii committed 
just 11. The officials let the players 
get away with a lot of bumping and 
hand checking which forced several of 
the turnovers.

The 1989 BYU women’s gymnas- 
tics team set four new team and indi- 
vidual records Friday in their third 
dual meet of the year. 

The Cougars smashed their old 
team record of 185 points by scoring 
186.30 despite having three of their 
top gymnasts not competing and suf- 
fering five falls on the balance beam.

Symposium discuses Career experience available 
U.S. securi {ty interests Program to give students an opportunity to ‘Intern for a Day’ 


A political science professor at 
Berkely, he discussed the substantial 
economic and security concerns that 
the United States has in areas such as 
Japan, Korea, Taiwan and China. 

“In terms of security interests, we 
have a policy of deterrence,” Gregor 
said. But the United States has no 
coherent strategic policy regarding 
Asia. 

Gregor said that currently the 
United States lacks credibility in ar- 
eas of East Asia. This lack of credibil- 
ity has its roots with the end of World 
War II, when Americans saw them- 
selves as “defenders of democracy.” 

Although the United States had ini- 
tial success with living up to this de- 
fender image, the confidence of the 
Asians was not long lasting. During 
the Vietnam War, countries in the 
Pacific Basin became suspicious of 
United States presence there, he 
said. “No one knew who the real ene- 
mies were, everyone suspected ev- 
eryone else.” 

He said, countries in the Pacific 
Basin have lost confidence in Amer- 
ica. Southeast Asians think Ameri- 
cans pursue their own interests at the 
expense of Asia and southeast Asians 
are further confused by American re- 
lations with the People’s Republic of 
China. 

He said that if Americans “can 
maintain peace in East Asia, (they) 
will win in 20 years -- without victory, 
and without conflict.”
